WHAT MR. ALDRICH PROPOSES. 

Nr. Aldrich, of Rhode Island, for instance, 
will soon introduce a bill which will proceed 
upon an entirely different theory.

RETALIATORY LEGISLATION. 
THE FIGHT ON BEHALF OF AMERICAN PORK 
BEGUN. 

Wasnincton, D. C., Jan. 9.—[Special.|— 
There was additional evidence today that Con- 
gress is determined upon retaliatory measures 
toward countries which exclude the American 
hog. Mr. Kasson offered a resolution instruct- 
ing the Committee on Foreign Affairs to ascer- 
tain whether the provisions of any treaty of 
the United States with any foreign Govern- 
ment which give citizeus of the United States 
the rights of the most favored nation have been 
violated, and, if so, to report such measures as 
the committee may deem necessary in the way 
of retaliatory legislation. The resolution was 
unanimously adopted. Mr. Deuster, of Wis- 
consin, had a similar resolution, instructing the 
Committee on Commerce to make a like 
investigation. There was a struggle over 
the reference of this, Mr. Kasson and 
others contending that it ought to go to 
the Committee on Foreign Atlairs, it being 
evident that the lations excludisg Amer- 
ican hog products from Germany and France 
atfected treaty relations. Mr. Townshend 
muintained that the resolution ought to go to 
the Ways and Means Committee, which already 
had jurisdiction of the subject, by virtue of 
reference to it of the resolution offered by him. 
The resolution was finally referred to Com- 
merce, so that now three committees, Foreign 
Affairs, Ways and Means, and Commerce, are 
charged with the investigation of the same sub- 
ject. If the House remains in its present tem- 
per, it is. probable that a retaliatory measure 
will be - passed, unless Germany and France 
shall revoke their proscriptive regulations, 

There were like aggressive propositions in 
the Senate. Mr. Anthony introduced a reso- 
lution today instructing the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs to inquire into the expediency 
of legislation to enable the Executive to pro- 
tect our interests against those Governments 
which have prohibited or réstrained the im- 
portation of American ments. He asked for 
immediate consideration. Said Mr. Van Wyck: 
„ do not desire to object to the resolution 
except to have an opportunity to add some- 
thing more to it. I believe the difficulty is that 
foreign nations have struck against American 
bog products in a epirit of retaliation.

_ OPERATION OF THE NEW LAW. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Jan. 9.—Mr. Nimmo, 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics, has submitted 
to the Secretary of the Treasury a statement in 
regard to the operation of the Tariff act of 
March 38, 1883, as far as it oan be shown from 
available data up tothe present time. It ap- 
pears that the reduction of the average ad val- 
orem rate of duty on. dutiable goods for the 
quarter ended Sept. 30, 1583, compared with the 
corresponding quarter in 1882, was only 2.12 per 
cent, making due allowance for changes in the 
law with respect to the valuations of casings 
and coverings. The reduction of the average 
ad valorem rate ot duty on sugar is only 2.7 


r cent for the quarter ended Sept. 
and somewhat less for the 
months of October and November. 


The reduction of the average ad valorem rate 
on clothing-wool is 9.7, per cent; Combing-wool, 
7.8 per vent; carpet-jool, 2.46 per cent. Mr. 
Nimmo says these neductions are very much 
less than was expected either by the friends or 
opponents of the new law. He adds, however, 
that the résults ascertained thus far are to 
some extent yitiated by the excessive im porta- 
tion prior to June 30 of goods upon which the 
duties were increased and the postponement of 
the importation of goods upon which the duties 
were decreased by the new law, and to some ex- 
tent, probably, by the increase of rates actually 
laid upon sugars in consequence of the more ac- 
curate ascertainment under the new law than 
under the old of the quality of the sugar in re- 
spect to saccharine strength. 


MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT. 
TROUBLE OVER THE REFERENCE OF THE MES- 
SAGE. 

. WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9,—[Special.}— 
There was a struggle in both Houses today over 
the jurisdiction of the question of the Missis- 
sippi River improvements. The contest in the 
Senate, which is still undetermined, was 
whether there should be a specia) committee 
on internal improvements and the Mississippi 
River, or whether the Commerce Committee, 
as at present, should have juriediction over the 
River and Harbor bill and all like internal 
improvements. In the House, the struggle was 
as to the reference of the portions of the Pres- 
ident’s message relating to the Mississippi 
River, the struggle being between the 
new Committee on Rivers and Harbors 
and the Special Committee on the Mississippi 
River. Singularly enough, the subject was 
ferred to the Committee on Rivers and Har- 
bors. This would seem to leave the Special 
Committee on the Mississippi River already 
functus oficio at the beginning of the session. 
The contest was mainly between Louisianians, 
Mr. King; Chairman of the Mississippi Levees, 
and Mri Hunt, a new member. The Repubiic- 
ans took advantage of the row in the Demo- 
cratic camp and voted with Mr. King, but the 
Committee on Rivers and Harbors won by a 
majority of about 20 on a aye-and- 
no vote. The real point, and the only 
one involved, was whether the Mississippi

The claim arose out of taking the senior Schwatka’s 
land in 1850 by the Government for a military res- 
ervation. 

The Senate resumed consideration of the new 
rules. The tirst question in order was the amend- 
ment of Mr. Hale to the rule relating to uppropria- 
tion bills, to strike out the clause permitting the 
reference of District of Columbia appropriations to 
the Senate Committee of the District. Agreed to 
27 yeus; 25 nays. 

Mr. Piumb’s amendment, referring appropriation 
bills forthe different departments of the Govern- 
ment in the first place to the committees respect- 
ively having charge in the Senate of the interests 
of those depurtments, was not agreed to. Further 
activn on this rule was postponed until after the 
consideration of the next reserved rule, which was 
No. 26. ‘The proposed rule provides for a Commit- 
tet of Internal Improvements, to consist of nine 
Senators, to whom will be referred all subjects re- 
luting to Improvements ot rivers and harbors; also 
the Kiver and Harbor bill. Me. Vest moved to 
strike out this provision. The Committee on Com- 
merce bad always faithfully performed its duty 
and wus perfectly competent to deal with the River 
and Harber bill. Without reaching a conclusion on 
the rule the Senate went into executive session, 
und soon adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

Mr. Kasson offered a preamble and resolution re- 

citing that certain foreign governments, with which 


curing tothe United States the treatment accorded 
the most favored nations in regard to the im porta- 
tion of American produce and manvfactures, have, 
apparently in violation of such treaties, prohibited 
the introduction of certain food products of the 
United States, under regulations not applied to 
like productions of other nations, and directing the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs to inquire into the 
facts and report what legislative or other actton 
should be taken by Congress or the Executive to 
secure the due observance of such trenties, and 
protect the rights of United States citizens in re- 
spect thereto, and whether retaliatory legislation 
is necessary or otherwise. Adopted. 

Mr. Deuster offered a resolution directing the 
Committee on Commerce to investigate the alleged 
reasons for the exclusion of American pork in Ger- 
many and France and to recommend legislation if 
warranted by fucts. Referred. 

Mr. Slocum, from the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, reported a bill forthe relief of Fitz John 
Porter. Referred to the Committee of the Whole. 

The Speaker lnid before the House the message 
of the President submitting the annuus! report of 
the Mississippi River Commission. A long debate 
ensued as to its reference, and finally the House 
refused—yeas 124, nays 148—to refer the message 
to the Committee on Mississippi! Levees. It was 
— referred to the Committee on Rivers and Har- 

rs. 

The Speaker laid before the House a message 
from the President in regard to the resolution re- 
specting the alleged distribution of circulars in 
some of the departments asking contributions for 
political purposes and the reply of the Secretary of 
State thereto. Referred. 

Also, a letter ffom the Secretary of the Treasury 
asking a Seticiency appropriation of $150,000 for 
printing $1 and $2 notes. Referred. 

Mr. Bagley introduced a bill appropriating $130,- 
000 tor the statue of Liberty Enlightening the 
World to be erected in New York Harbor. 

The Speaker laid before the house the President’s 
message in regard to the Hennepin Canal. Re- 
ferred to the Committee on Railways and Canals. 

Mr. Ochiltree offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, declaring that the House had heard with 
deep regret of the death of the eminent German 
statesman, Eduard Lasker. His death wus not 
glone to be mourned by the people of his native 
land, where his firm and constant exposition of 
devotion for free liberal ideas had materiuily ad- 
vanced the social, political, and economic condi- 
tions of those people, but by the lovers of liberty 
throughout the worid. J was further resolved 
that a copy of the resolution be torwarded to the 
fumily of the deceased, as well as to the Minister 
of the United Stutes resident at the Capital of the 
German Eaipire, and be by him -communicated 
through the legitimate channels to the presiding 
officer of the legislative body of which he was a 
member.

_ BELLEVILLE’S HORROR. 


The Search for the Victims of the Con- 
vent Fire Goes Slowly Forward. 

St. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 9,—[{Special.}—The 
search for the missing victims at Belleville 
was resumed early this morning by Street-Com- 
missioner Stromberg and a jarge force of men, 
but is progressing very slowly. The débris is 
burning flercely under the top layer of bricks 
and mortar, making it a very dificult task for 
the men to continue the work. A bucket brig- 
ade, consisting of two men, was formed this 
morning to temporarily cool the spots at which 
the men are workimg. According to the man- 
ner in which the work is now being carried on 
the building will not be cleared till some time 
next week. 

About 11 o’clock the first corpse found to- 
day was unearthed in the cellar of the porth- 
west wing of the building, and consisted of 
about two handfuls of bones, crisp and burned 
almost to ashes.

INDIAN DEPREDATIONS AND FRENCH SPOLIA-

| the whole matter by appointing Commissioners 
to ascertain and report the amount of out- 
| stanfling claims. in the matter of French 
spoliations such citizens of the United States, 
| or their legal representatives, as have valid 
| claims fo indemnity arising out of illegul chpt- 
ures, etc., prior to July 31. 1801, may petition. 
the Court of Claims within two years, the find- 
ings of the court to be reported to Congress for 
final action. The immediate outiay on these 
accounts will be 810.000 for the expenses of the 
depredation Commissioners. There are no 
data upon which any reliable estimate of the 
ultimate expenditure can be. based, but it is 
thought that $20,000,000 will not cover it, 


SOME PRIVATE BILLS. 

The bills for the relief of individuals and

STATE CLAIMS.’ 


‘Every State and Territory in the Union has a 
claim against the General Goverument, grow- 
ing either out of the war of 1812, the various 
Indian wars, the Civil War, or the assessirient 
of the direct tax of $20,000,000 under the act of 
Aug. 5, 1861. It is now proposed to°tredit cach 
State and Territory with its qucta of this direct 
tax, which was duly charged aguinst it on the 
books of the Treasury Department. and to pay 
to it any balance that may eppear in its favor. 
This is equal to a refundment of the tax to 
such States as have paid it, and will cost per- 
haps $15,000,000. 

Another measure which will lessen the Treas- 
ury balance is one providing for a recomputa- 
tion of all accounts between the United States 
and the severul States growing out of the war 
of 1812. Then there area lot of bills for the 
relfef of individual States and Territories—one 
to pay New York $250,000 for advances inade to 
the militia of 1812 und another to settle with 
Muryland and Virginia tor similar ad- 
vanees. Georgia claims $27,175.50 advanced for 
the defense of her frontiers against the Indians 
betweer: 1795 and 1818; also the proceeds of her 
captured and abandoned cotton and other 

yroperty during the late War. Florida claims 

92,648.09 in full settlement on account of In- 
dian wars from 1855 to 1861, provided the United 
Stutes deliver up $152,000 worth of bonds held 
in trust for various Indian tribes. This makes 
the total amount of her claim $224,648.09, as 
the Government would have to make good the 
frratitund bonds. Arkansas wants to be in- 
demnitied for her swainp und overflowed lands 
sold by the United States since 1857. The 
claims of California, Oregon. Nevada, and Ne- 
braska on account of the Indian hostilities and 
the Civil War wil! awgregate at least $3,500,000, 
California alone having accounts amounting to 
nearly $8,000,000. In addition to the foregoing 
the Third Auditor reports unadjusted State 
claims on file in his office to the extent of over 
$10,049,505.71, so that the entire indebtedness 
of the United States on account of the State 
Claims in esse and in posse cannot be less than 
$25,000,000 or $30,000, 000, and may be much 
more. 

DRAWBACKS AXD REFUNDMENT OF DUTIES. 
The dealers in tobacco want to be retieved to 
the extent of $3,586,549.55 on account of the 
rebate or drawback allowed by the act of March 
3. 1883. The sum of $350,000 is required to re- 
deem internal-revenue stamps and for rebate 
of taxes on snuff, ete. An overvuluation of

DR. ZUKERTORT, OF LONDON, THE GUEST OF 

THE CHICAGO CHESS CLUB—A SKETCH OF 

THE GREAT PLAYER—MAGNIFICENT CHESS. 

The arrival of Dr. J. H. Zukertort, of Lou- 
don, Eng., editor of the Chess Monthly and the 
acknowledged champion cbess-player of 
world, bus set chess cireles in this city agog. 
The Doctor is at present a guest at the Tremont 
House, having arrived yesterday morning from 
St. Louis. He left London Oct. 19, arriving in 
New York the sth. It is his intention to re-

SAVINGS BANKS. | 
RULES GOVERNING THE INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 

Cricaao, Jan. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune. — 
Will you enlighten the ignorance of an inexpe- 
rienced depositor as to the custom of savings 
banks in the payment of interest? For in- 
stance, I deposit $200 prior to June 30, $100 
July 5. and draw out $200 July 10; how 
much is due Jan. 1? The rule of the bank 
wherein my deposits are made is, that the de- 
posit prior to the semi-annual computation of 
interest is taken as a basis; all the amounts 
drawrout during the ensuing six months are 
subtracted from this, and then the interest is 
computed on the residuum, uo notice being 
taken of deposits after the date of the semi- 
annual computation. Thus, by this rule, the 
case of the deposit of $200 cited would leave 
the depositor without any interest due him. 
My individual case was something similar. I 
had, say, $100 deposited June 25; deposited $50 
Aug. 10; drew out $50 Aug. 15. The natura 
idea would be that interest upon $100 would be 
due me Jan. 1 for six months from June 80. 
Not at all; there is interest for $50 due 
me for six months and no more, oecause the 
Soo was taken out during the six months, and 
the banking rules are that no interest is al- 
lowed for fractional parts of six months. 
„es, remarked the amazed depositor, but 
I put in 850 of which you bad the use for five 
days for nothing.“ True.“ returns the 
urbane cashier, but we cannot average ac- 


ing. Therefore, for having allowed the bank 
the use of $50 for five days gratis, the deposi- 
tor loses just one-half the interest that would 
otherwise be due him. Inasmuch as this bank 
only averages the Credit side of its acaount 
with the customer, unless he can leave his ac- 
count intact, or have no banking transactions 
save deposits, he willlose money by patroniz- 
ing a savings-bank. Before withdrawing 
my little account, however, I would like to 
know whether this rule is one of universal ac- 
ceptance among savings-banks; if so, 1 may as 
well abide with theone whose financiering has 
excited my unqualified admiration, despite my 
chagrin at the diminution in my anticipated 
accumulated interest. H. 


It is not customary to figure interest ac- 
cording to that rule, said a savings-bank man- 
ager, *‘if he has correctly stated it—allowing 
us interest for a fractional part of six months. 
We do not allow for a fractional part of a month, 
butdo for a whole month. When money is 
placed on deposit a month previous to interest 
days, Jan. land July 1, it draws interest for 
that month. Funds drawn out between the 
terms of six months—that is, from July to Jan- 
uary or January to July—are deducted from 
the first amount deposited in the six months. 
Thus in the instance cited, if the person depos- 
ited $200 June 20 and $100 July 5, and July 10 
_ withdrew $200, he would be entitled according 
to our rules to six months’ interest on $100. 
Under the other statement he deposits June 25 
$100 and Aug. 10 $50, and draws out 850 Aug. 15. 
Under our rules he would be entitled to six 
months’ interest on $50 and four months’ in- 
terest.on $50. I think that is the way most 
nlp 4 figure interest. I don't know of 
one t figures under the rule given. If such 
is the case the by-laws in the back of the de- 
positor’s book must explain it; otherwise the 
rule does not do justice to the depositors.” 


MUCHMORE AND MANN. 

THE EX-SHERIFF FAILED TO MAKE HIS LEVY 
ON ‘THE STATIONER, AND NOW A CREDITOR 
SUES HIM ON His OFFICIAL BOND. 

In the early part ot 1882 John E. Muchmore 
was 4 stationer on Monroe street, under the 

Palmer House. He got into financial difficul- 

ties, ike a good many other men, and, know- 

ing there were executions out against him, 
laid In a stock of provisions, locked himself up 
in hig place, and bid defiance to the law. Its 
representative came along shortly afterwards 
in the person of Deputy-Sheriff Eastman, who 
armed with an execution for $159.36 in 
favor of the Commercial National Bank. He 
claimed he had ordered some stationery and 
wanted to get it, but the occupants of the store 
declined to bite at any such bait. Then the of- 
floor dazzled them with the refulgence of his 
official star and demanded admission in the 
name of the law. Wut this had no more effect 
than before. The door was tried, but it was 
strong and was wol fastened from within, The 
baffied oficial withdrew and held a conference 
with Mr. Eames, the President of the bank, 
and with Potter Palmer. The latter was will- 
ing to allow the door of the store to be broken 
down if Mr. Eames would give a personal bond 
to be responsible for all damages, as it would 
injure the premises to the extent of 
$125 or $150. Mr. Eames declined to throw 
guod money after bad, and the Deputy went to 
an attorney, who advised him be would be lia- 
ble for trespass if he made a forcible entry. 
Eastman then took an assistant, and they 
shadowed the store for three or four days, but 
thee hesteged were too sharp and never opened 
the door even acrack. The Deputy then gave 
up the job disgusted, and after some days the 
writ was put imo the hands of Deputy-Sheriff 

Burke. The latter found the store open, made 

a seizure, and carried off part of the stock. 

While he was at work, however, the United 

States Murshal came in and claimed he was in 

possession. Burke hung on to the goods he had 

taken, claiming he had a prior execution, and 
it was finally agreed to leave the matter to 

Judge Blodgett. He decided that the Marshal, 

having first got possession, bad the prior lien, 

and Burke surrendered the property he had 
taken. The bank was dissatisfied with Sheriff 

Mann's attempts to make a collection, and be- 

gan u suit against him to make him responsible 

on his official bond, which is now on trial be- 
fore Judge Gary.

| THE 2 PER CENT TAX. 

AN OPINION SUSTAINING THE VALIDITY OF 
THE CITY'S LEVY ON THE INSURANCE AGENTS’ 
RECEIPTS. | 

The question has been raised by the agents of 

foreign insurance companies whether the city 

has the right or not to impose upon them à tax 
according to the amount of business transact- 


ed. The tax now charged is 2 per cent of the 

receipts; and, while some have paid the 
amount asked, several have done so under 
protest and others have refused. It is stated 
that a movement is now on foot to test the va- 
lidity of the law, and that the question will 
probably come up before the courts. Con- 
troller Gurney accordingly asked the Law De- 
partment for au opinion on the subject, and 
yesterday was in receipt of the following from 
Col. Cameron, City Prosecuting-Attorney: 

Jam of the opinion that the law relating to agents 
for foreign insurance companies is contained in 
Sec. 111 of the Municipal Code. At the time of the 
passuge of the General Incorporation act, ap- 
proved April 11. 1872, the General Insurance law of 
the State, upproved Murch 11. 1869, was in force, 
‘the thirtieth section of which required agents of 
foreign insurance companies to return to the prop- 
er office in the month of May the amount of the 
net receipts, etc., to be entered on the tax-lists for 
tuxation. Certainly the subsequent passage of the 
Generul Incorporation act, and its adoption by this 
city April 23, 1875, rendered the thirtieth section of 
the said act of 1869 inoperative, at least so fur as this 
city is concerned, and the subsequent amendment 
of said thirtieth section of said act of 1869 by act 
of the Legislature approved May 81. 1868, did not 
in my opinion repeal or in any manner affect said 
Sec. 111, and the same is still in full force and ef-

I ap- 

pears that Commissioner Mattocks has e to 

the conclusion that his pet scheme of running 

the new jury system wouldn't work unless 

every particle of the machinery was in perfect 


order, Mr. Stephens’ refusal to deliver up the 
cards on which were placed the names 
of the persons summoned to assume 


the responsibility of the jurors was a serious 
stumbling-block. The latter insisted that when 
once in his hands the cards becume part of the 
records, aud consequently the property of the 
court, which he had no right to deliver up 
without a receipt therefor. County-Attoruey 
Bliss knew this, but nevertheless the County 
Board refused to grant the required receipt. 
Judge Hawes was called upon tor ois judicial 
advice, but he declined to interfere ualess 
the two factions were unable to agree. 
Yesterday the Commissioners sent a flag of 
truce to Mr. Stephens at his office in the shape 
ot a request tor au interview. The outcome of 
the deliberation wus a complete surprise to 
everybody, and resulted in a treaty of peace, 
stipulations of which are that iu the future 
Clerk Stephens shall send buck all cards to the 
jury clerk, for which be shall be given an item- 
ized receipt. Thus ends the vontroversy, which 
at one time it was thought would be madea 
subject matter for the courts. The county 
authorities in looking up the case became cun- 
vineed finally that Mr. Stepheus objections 
were well based, and concluded to leave him 
muster of the feld.

| BLUE ISLAND. 
The Village of Blue Island claims to be the 
banner town in regard to promptness in taking 
out saloon licenses to conform with the Harper 
law. The old licenses expired Jan. 1, 1884. The 
Board of Trustees heid its first meeting sinuc 
then Monday evening, when eight licenses for 
the sale of spirituous liquors and four tor matt 
liquors were granted. This eomprises all the 
saloons in the town, which has an aren of two 
square miles and a population of about 2.000. 
The heeuses only extend to May 1, which is the 
date of the expiration of the term of office of 
the present Trustees. The sum of $1,530 was 
added to the fund in the treasury, which made 
the ‘Trustees teel so good that they immediately 
drew an order to pay off an indebtedness of 
$1,500 on the pumping-works, which teft the 
town out of debt. The’ additional revenue 
whieh will come in May 1 will enable the new 
bourd, if it is so disposed, to buy some ure ap- 
parutus for the village, which is very much 
necded,
